NY one.of the paths; however narrow, is 
worth exploring, though.

. B. Falconer helps humanity over rough places. 
She is devoting her lift to wayward and unfor- 
tunate girls. in the House of Refuge, Philadel- 
hia. She is endowed with a natural attraction 
for very young women. Girls who are blessed 
with all the .social advantages aré™ irresistibly 
drawn to‘her, as well as are the friendless: ones, 
who. need her so. She is a matronly-looking 
woman, with a very young face, and perhaps the 
secret of her power lies in her inordinate sense 
of humor. A sensé of humor, Mrs. Falconer told 
mé, is the qualification she requires above all 
others when she ‘is asked to decide a woman's 
fitness for her especial field of social service. 

And, indeed, it is a merry crowd of girls asso 
clatéd with Mrs. Falconer in her work, if those | 
who accompany her are examples. They are 
college girls, Bryn Mawr, Vassar, Wellesley and 
others. Many of them devote all their time to 
the redemption of their unfortunate sisters and 
live at the reformatory, acting as “house moth- 
ers”. in the cottages.

The Conference on Charities and Corrections 
is a wonderful demonstration of the spirit of the 
age. It is a revelation of our social movements 
and of the aspirations and problems which are 
atirring, our minds. 

The opening address of Jane Addams {ilus- 
trated the spirit which is moving us. It was 
permeated with an intense interest in the prob- 
lems of the weaker elements of society and a} 
burning desire to help them to @ or skoda which , 


will substitute comfort and content: for rant 


and misery. The topics of a day show how vari 

are these interests. Following Friday's con- 
ferences on the treatment of the insane, the needs 
of delinquent and dependent children, the prob- 
lems of working woman—hours and conditions 
of labor, wages and organization—which were 
indications of the scope and trend of thought, 
Saturday's program broadened the field. . It in- 
cluded discussions of the public care of eplileptics, 
infant mortality, factory inspection for sanitary 
purposes, the school’s influence on industrial

All of these discussions, which embody in the: 
main the fruits of experience in practical work 
for social and industria] betterment, point to the

This is tre philanthropic 
age, wherein men and women recognize that their 
welfare is bound up in that of their fellows and 
that the condition of every: par. of human society 
is the concern of al] men.’

PASSENGER AEROPLANES.- -:«-- 

A Belgian aviator has made a new record for 
aeroplane flights with a passenger by carrying 
one for a continuous. trip of two hours and fifty- 
one minutes. The previous record was that made 
by Orville Wright. in Berlin of one hour and 
thirty-five minutes. The new record is interest- 
ing mainly because it virtually establishes the 
practical utility of the aeroplane for passenger 
service. It is now clear that such flights are no 
longer mere sporting hazards. It is a service 
not dangerously risky, that can be counted on for 
considerable distances and for prolonged periods 
of time. 

The most important of the immediate . conse- 
quences of the new service will be the n ity’ 
of providing facilities for making use of it.\, Just 
as the inyention of the locomotive eompelied 
cities to provide space for railway terminals; just 





as the.invention of the automobile compelled the}: 


improvement of highways, so the use of the aero- 
plane for passenger service will require cities to 
provide room for-the arrival and the departure 
of the new vehicles. It has been already sug- 
gested that space in Fairground Park be assigned 
for experiments and for exhibitions in aviation 
and in aeronautics. Such a plan, or one like it, 
will have to be adopted. But it will be only 
temporarily sufficient. The passenger aeroplane 
will in the end demand for itself an aeroplane 
depot downtown, either in a park or on a roof 
garden. 
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For a time at least the Hyde case passes from 
publicity to the hands of lawyers and it may be 
added the Swope estate is likely to pass along 
with it. 
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A LOS ANGELES REFORM. 

From Los Angeles comes a report that the 
City Council has enacted an ordinance forbidding 
hotels and restaurants to serve any guest with 
an article of food left over by a previous guest.

CHINA’S IMPERIAL RESCRIPT 

The announcement of the issue of an imperial 
rescript by the Chinese Government abolishing 
slavery throughout almost the whole of the em- 
pire ought not to be huddled over as a part and 
parcel of the idle news of the day. Although the 
decree falis short of such complete emancipation 
8s would have placed China in the ranks of an 
enlightened’ nation, it is nevertheless one of the 





‘greatest and most notable legislative acts of the 


new century. Its consequences aré certain to 
run ‘beyond the measure of any possible calcula-| 
tion. | 

According to the report mate to the State De- 
partment at Washington, the only limitations put 
upon the decree are that the retainers of the 
Manchu princes, and the household servants of 
Manchus, aré not to be emancipated, It is de 
creed, however, that even these shall be no long- 
er known as siaves. Nor are they to be left 
wholly without rights guaranteed and protected 
by law. Concubinage will be permitted under le- 
gal restraints, but not as a matter of bargain and 
sale. In short, the practice of selling human be- 
ings under any form is forbidden. Thus while 


the rescript is a compromise measure with the 


Manchu conquerors, it is a virtual victory for the 
Chinese and will eventually give freedom to 
many millions of people. , 

We have here a revolution whose extent can- 
not be comptted. China has for so long a time 
been a land of stagnation that the recent evi- 
dences of progress and enterprise seem to be no 
thore than movements forced from the outside 
by foreign influences. It may be so in this case. 
On the other hand, it may be that a new life is 
developing in this ancient people, and that the 
decree of emancipation is an evidence of it. 
Should that prove true, this rescript may yet be 
ranked among the most epoch-making decrees 
ever issued by any government in any age since 


‘the dawn of history. 
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Even Washington City has the census fever, 
and expects to show the most stupendous, mam- 
moth aggregation of increases in wealth and 
population of any city in her class in the Union. 
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FRENCH ELECTORAL REFORM. 

As a result of the elections in France, it is said 
to be assured there will be an éarly adoption of 
some new form of electing members of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies. Nearly all parties are dissatis- 
fied with the present system, and while there are, 
of course, wide differences of opinion as to what 
should be the nature of the change, it is expect- 
ed a majority will be formed upon some plan 
within the near future so that it can be enacted 
into law before the next general election. 

At present the French system is similar to our 
own, The provinces are divided into election dis- 
tricts, each of which- elects a deputy. Discontent 
with the system is due-to the fact that it leads 
to the election of obscure men with petty local 
ambitions. Most of the deputies are more eager 
to get something for their district or their con- 
stituents than to serve the nation. It is proposed 
to have deputies chosen hereafter from large dis- 
tricts, electing from five to ten deputies each. 
This would be as if we should elect congressmen 
by a-state ticket. It is believed such a system 
would bring about the defeat of merely local 
men, and to a large extent the elimination of 
merely local politics from the national chamber. 

The adoption of the new system would give 
opportunity for proportional representation, and 
over that issue there will probably be a vigorous 
contest as soon as the subject comes up for ac- 
‘tion. Various plans for providing such repre- 
sentation have been already put forward. Of 
these the one most likely to be adopted is similar 
to that whith has been found to work well in 
Belgium. This fact is illustrative of modern 
French radicalism. It prefers, as in the income 
tax and pensions for working men, to follow the 
lead of others rather than to venture upon new 
experiments for itself. 
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The fact that.a Philadelphia man climbed up 
a church steeple 110 feet in height to steal the 
copper sheathing from the spire, shows to what 
extreme Pennsylvania enterprise has been 
driven by the graft prosecutions.

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MORGAN INVESTS 
IN FINE PEARLS 


Had to Be Protected From Eager 
Florence Dealers by American 
Consul and His Family.

FLORENCE, Italy, May 10.—J. Pierpont Morgan 


Was 80 besieged by would-be sellers of art treas- 
ures here, as was cabled,.that he left sooner than 
he intended to do. American Consul Quay and his 
family had to help to keep the people at bay by 
giving a Wholesale denial to all, and Morgan lost 
one or two unique acquisitions.

“A number of farmers have come to negotiate 
loans,” said John. Brokmeyer, vice-president of 
the bank at Eldon, “but have complained about 
having to pay 7 per cent.” They have gone away, 
intending to get the money somewhere else, and 
come back with the knowledge that they would 
be lucky to get the money for‘7 per cent and 
have taken the- offer they rejected in the first 
place. 9 


Some = Pay High 
Price for the Trust’s Meat 


H. T. Wilkinson of the Moscow Mills Bank, in 
Lincoln County, holds to’the theory that Mis- 
souri farmers are self-sufficient to an extent 
where the high cost of. living does not affect 
them much. 


“We can see where it gets the city and town 
people, though,” said Wilkinson. ‘For instance, 
the man who kills an animal in the country 
can’t “dress the meat and-send it to his family or 
his customer in the city or town. No, sir. It has 
to pass through a Government inspection, and I 
know of many persons who have been driven 
to buy trust meat in this way, and to pay much 
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and, wherever it 4s, the banks are 


cost so much more than it used to and the good 
-prices the farmer gets for his crops make up for 
‘the higher cost of farm machinery and supplies.” 

J. Ar Long, cashier of the Bank of Powersville, 
Putnam County, said he heard “lots of kicking” 
about ‘high prices,!but that he believed the farm- 
ers. were prospering. '-His fellow townsman, Carl 
S. Allen, president of the Farmers’ Bank, ‘said de- 
posits did not show that anything was the. mat- 
ter, bat that, th was’ a big demand for loans, 
and that it' was coming early in the season, as 
compared with former years. 


~ Scott Coanty Folk Not 


Worrying Over Food Prices. 


In Fornfelt, Scott. County, people ‘know hardly 
anything about the high prices except what they 
read in the city and*town-papers, according to 


Emfl Steck, cashier of the birst State Bank: 


“There is a good deal of out-and-out barter,” 
he said, “at the village stores, and even when the 
farmer receives money and pays it out the trans- 
action amounts to practically the same thing 
as barter. What he ships any distance he gets a 
good price for, so the prices he is charged for the 
few things he needs don’t worry him.” 

Even in the larger towns and county seats tome 
bankers aver that they have not ‘noticed any un- 
usual conditions. : 

“Nothing but meat is high priced up our way,” 
said August Meyer, president of the Hermann 
Savings Bank. “Sometimes it is hard to get 
satisfactory meat at any price, but vegetables are 
plenty, and if it weren’t for the killing of the 
grapes by the frost our farmers would be pros- 
perous. As it is, they have money and. are not 
complaining. We have a large shoe factory in 


our town, but the wage workers are putting 


money in the bank.”

ington, Banker F. W. Stumpe declares there isn’t 
a murmur about high prices. People who have 
money are putting it in the banks, people who 
need money are borrowing it from the banks or

King George and Quéeen ‘Mary, gcihaiiy 
and rumor have. very little to lay hold 
of.. They are both nearly. as colorless 
to the people as the cenventional pic-' 
tures on a pack of cards, 

Custom ‘forbids. candor. of. the most 
amiable kind in this.country. For in- 
stance, no English newspaper dares to 
allude, even in the most guarded terms, 
to the most romantic episode in the 


past life of King George, his secret 
marriage with Miss Seymour, the daugh- 
ter of an English Admiral. Yet that 
even is’ still honorable and creditable, 
and he has nothing to be ashamed of. 
When he fell in love with the lady, 
there was no prospect or probability of 
his ever ascending the throne of En- 
gland. There were three lives between 
him and the monarchy—that of Queen 
Victoria, that of his father, the Prince 
of Wales, and that of his elder brother, 
the Duke Clarence. 
Victoria Was Adamant, 


Prince George sought in vain for the 
consent of Queen Victoria to the mar- 
riage, but she was adamant, and ‘after 
it had taken’ place she obstinately re- 
fused to recognize Prince George’s mor- 
ganatic wife in any way. Prince George 
adored his wife, and she bore him 
three children, who are still alive. She 
died only a few years ago. It is known 
that Prince George was very reluctant 
to acquiesce in the plans of Queen Vic- 
toria for his marriage with the Priricess 
Victoria Mary Augusta Louisa Olga 
Pauline Claudine Agnes, the daughter 
of the Duke and Duchess of Teck. But 
reasons of state forced him to ser his 
late brother’s fiancee, 

The marriage was a shock to the _ro- 
mantic sentiments of the British people. 
They had been worked up to regard the 
betrothal of the Duke of Clarence and 
Princess Mary as @ love mach. It was. 
of course, nothing of the sort, being a 
pure dynastic arrangement 

The marriage of Princé George and 
Princess Mary so soon after th the death 
of her betrothed offénded the ?éliiantic 
credulity of the people’ They refused 
to believe in another love match, and to 
this day Princess Mary has never lived 
down the impression created by thé 
sudden transference of her affection 
from. qne brother ‘to ‘the: other. The 
popular feeling is*not so strong with re- 
gard to hing George, but it ie unmistak- 
ably chilly -with regard to Quees Mary. 

When’King George was proclaimed in 
London the cheers for him wera lusty, 
but the cheers for Queen Mary were 
faiht and half-hearted. The British peo- 
ple have long memories, and they will 
not easily forget the disillusion caused 
by the discovery that the lady who was 
supposed to be passionately in love with 
Prince Albert was ready so soon after- 
ward to become the wife of Prince 


George. 
King No Bay Figure, but Does 
Not Wear Heart on His Sleeve 


ING GEORGE, however, is by no 
K means a lay figure and before 
long he is bound to show his 
mettle. He is at present a .mys- 


tery. His real character is known}. 


only to those who are in touch with the 
hidden life of the court. He does not 
wear his heart on hig sleeve, like his 
father. The dominant note of his per- 
sonality is icy reserve in public. In pri- 
vate he is remarkably outspoken, and 
he has never concealed his opinions on 
political questions. For instance, it is 
known that he “was an ardent admirer 
of Gladstone. In this he followed his 
father. Kingy Edward was not like 
Queen Victoria in her hatred of Glad- 
stone. 

On the contrary, the friendship be- 
tween Gladstone and. the Prince of 
Wales did a good deal to mitigate the 
estrangement between the miother and 
the great Liberal statesman. A very 
significant sympton? of King George’s 
political leanings is afforded by his ap- 
pointment of Lord Carrington as Lord 
Great Chamberlain in the place of the 
Marquis of Cholmondely. Lord Carring- 
ton has for many years been a close 
friend and gdviser of King George. He 
is a Liberal minister, being president of 
the Board of Agriculture. His appoint- 
ment is a severe blow to the Conserva- 
tive party. 

Another straw which shows how the 
wind is going to blow its. King 
Geerge’s first public demonstration, 
made at the meeting of the privy coun- 
cil. He said that the earnest object 
of his life would be “to uphold the 
constitutional Government of these 
realms’ The significance of this ref- 
erence is undeniable, and it has a direct 
bearing on the constitutional struggle 
now being waged by the Liberal Gov- 
ernment. Hardly less significant is the 
blunt refusal of King George to take 
the corenatién oath in its present form, 
with its offensive repudiation of Rem an 
Catholic doatrines as being ‘“idolatrous 
and superstitious.” 

King George has insisted on oe ex- 
purgatien ef the declaration which has 
been.made by every English sovereign 
since the revolution of 1688. His ob- 
jection to the terms of the oath is based 
partly eo his sympathy with the Trish 
people partly on his knowledge 
that the age teen would cause of- 
fense to Roman Catholics in Canada 
and ether parts of his “omirleons beyond 
the seas. His actior will not make him 

popular in Ulster, and it will produce 
a bitter contreversy even in England, 
where there is still a powerful. bedy of

ality. He was sincerely attached to the; 
nayy and left it with reluctance. He 
takes a proper pride in the fleet and 
his feeling for it is not unlike the feel- 
ing of t.e German Emperor for his 
army and navy. His message te the 
navy is curiousiy impassioned when 
compared with the cold and conven- 
tional terms of his message to the army. 


King George has six children and he 
is devoted to them and to his family 
life. He does not care for society, is 
bored by dinner parties, has none of 
King Edward’s love of pomp and page- 
antry and is never happier than when 
he is at home with his wife and chil- 
dren. The elder children are present

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DE LESSEPS TELLS OWN 
STORY OF THE FLIGHT 


DOVER, May 21. 


At the request of the Post-Dispatch correspondent De Lesseps 
wrote the following description of his flight 


By JACQUES DE LESSEPS. 


When I started at Barraques, near Calais, there was a lot of fog, and 
when I first cleared the ground I got to a height of 350 meters, in the hope 


of flying over it. 


This I succeeded in doing. 


I took my bearings from a chart, for you can’t use a compass on an 


aeroplane owing to the vibration. 


I also relied on my general knowledge 
of the direction of the English coast. 


Although the Minister of Marine placed at my disposal a torpedo de- * 
stroyer, which left Calais a half hour before I started, to give me my 
direction, and also as a measure of precaution, I had only one glimpse 
of the destroyer on the way across, as there were heavy banks of fog over 


the Channel. 


When, about 10 miles from Calais I saw her far below me, 


I knew I was keeping my course for Dover, ag the destroyer’s orders 


were to steer straight there. 


My machine behaved splendidly, and, after a time, I saw the harbor 
and the town of Doyer beneath me, and knowing my place of landing was 


to the east, I steered in that direction. 


I had got too far south to land 


near Dover Castle, as I intended, but I made a most successful descent in 


a better place than I had planned.

Halley's Comet Was

here saw it. All with the naked eye, 
too. I tried a field glass, but it was 
not as clear that way as it was with- 
out a giass."' 


Father Brennan has not a doubt that 
the earth passed through the comet’s 
tall. He said beforehand that the 
earth's atmospyfre would stand like a 
stone wall Ggainst the gases of the 
tail, and that the passage through the 
tail would probably be shown only by 
calculations, and by the presence of 
the comet’s tail on the other side. of 
the sky. Things went according to his 
prediction, he believes. 


Prof. James of Washington University, 
who went up in a balloon Wednesday 
evening to see whatever phenomena 
there might be to see, and report it 
for the Post-Dispatch, did not take the 
trouble last night to cast more than a 
casual glance at the comet. He said 
he had seen nothing of the tail, and 
was not disposed to advance an opin- 
ion whether the earth had passed 
threugh it or not. 


He called attention to the reports 
which have come from Honolulu of 
Wednesday's observation. The comet's 
yeuclus was there seen as it crossed 
the sun's disk, and the conclusion was 
thet its gaseous particies were of very 
thin quality, as the sun’s rays were 
hardly obscured in the least. 

In the event of clear weather tonight, 
thousands will look for the comet, and 
an even jarger attention to it is expect- 
ed Monday night, when an eclipse of 
the moon will uelp matters.

A tail detached 
from a comet must continue in the 
comet's path. There is no help. for that. 

“It may condense. into a shower 
of meteors or it may swing along as 
a body of vapor forever. 

“The head of the comet is beginning 
to form 4 new tail. Our latest advices 
indicate that observationg in the far 
west showed it as throwing out a new 
fan-shaped body of gas that already 
had attained a length of 15 degrees."’ 

The conclusions ef the group of 
savants assembled at Yerkes Observa- 
tory to observe the transit of the earth 
through the comet's tail are these: 

The comet's tail did not envelop the 
earth May 18, as it should have done 
according to computations. 

Telegrams and cables from other ob- 
servatories in widely Separated parts 
of the world reported the head of the 
comet as having made the transit be- 
tween the sun and the spo according 
to schedule.

This confusion proved really a help, 
for it relieved the crush at the exits 
and in a few minutes the circus hands 
were able to move tHe crowd rapidly. 

It was apparent that the tent could 
not be saved and all attention was 
turned to the menagerie and lesser 
tents and the removal of all the stocx, 
the caged animals and the horses 
to places of safety.

Attorneys for the city in the Tower 
Grove grade crossing injunction suit 
express satisfaction with the testimony 
of D. Jones Lucas, the Phildelphia ex- 
pert, who was called as a witness for 
the city to tell about track depression in 
Philadelphia and other places. Lucas 
testimony was completed in Judge With- 
row’s Court yesterday after a long 
cross-examination ’ by attorneys for the 
two manufacturing companies and the 
railroads which are trying to enjoin 
the enforcement of the ordinance. 

In gubstance Lucas, who is an as- 
sistant city engineer of Philadelphia, 
declared that the lowering of the rail- 
road's tracks in §t. Louis would be as 
child’s play compared with what the 
railroads in the ' Quaker City experi- 
enced. He said the railroads there had 
to make a depression. of 26 feet for two 
miles at a cost of more than $6,000,000. 
In St. Louis, he said, he did not believe 
the cost should be more than $1,500,000, 
although thé railroads claim $6,000,000. 

Plenty of Yard Space. 

The expert pointed out that the St. 
Louis manvfacturing concerns which 
would be effected by depressing the 
tracks have a decided advantage over 
the Philadelphia concerns through hav- 
ing plenty of yard spae. The Phila- 
delphia plants, he said, were close to 


the railroad. tracks. 
The witness declared that the change 


in grade in his city had proved practt- 
cable and that the manufacturing con- 
cerns are satisfied with conditions. 

‘An effort by railroad attorneys to 
question Engineer Lucas about the 
Panama canal and other similar vast 
undertakings was stopped by Judge 
Withrow, who said that the Panama 
canal had nothing to do with the grade 
crossing case in St. Louls, the enter- 
prises, the Court said, being entirely 
dissimilar. An objection was then 
made to the wtiness telling about Phila- 
delphia conditions, but it was over- 
ruled. 

On Trial Since November. 

The grade crossing case has been 
on trial before Judge Withrow at 
intervals since last November. It is 
hoped to finish the case Monday or 
Tuesday. The suit was filed in Oc- 
tober, at which time a temporary re- 
straining order was granted. The 
railroads which were named as de- 
féendants with the city joined hands 
with the plaintiffs and filed cross- 
bills asking that the city be enjoin- 
e414, leaving the city alone to fight the 
case. 

City Counselor Lambert B. Walther 
and Assistant Ben H. Charles hare 
been looking after the city’s interests 
during the trial.

MOVING PICTURE 
CENSOR OPENS 
ST. LOUIS on 


His. Visit Reveals Fact That 
Oo Per Cent of Films Are 
Passed On. 


Browning interpreted by moving pic- 
tures! 

The feat of giving the most refractory 
of poets intelligible to the masses will 
be attempted this week by John Collier 
of New York, in four free motion _ pic- 
ture shows at the First Congregational 
Church, under the auspices of the Na- 
tional Conference of Charities and Cor- 
rections. 

Collier is educational secretary of the 
National Board of Censorship of Motion 
Pictures, and his visit to St. Louis re- 
veals the fact that 90 per cent of the 
films displayed in the United States are 
first passed upon by censors of their 
morality. 

He is conducting a campaign of edu- 
cation for the purpose of uplifting the 
nickelodeon taste of the country. Among 
the model pictures he will present are 
tha historical careers of Washington 
and Napoleon, the house fly dissem!- 
nating typhoid germs and a pantomime 
interpretation of Browning's “Pippa 
Passes.”’ 


Passed on 2900 Films. 
The kinetoscope censor declares that 


in the last year he and his associates 
have. approved of 2900 films, or about 
eighty a day. These include ‘not only 
the productions of American manufac- 
turers, but also those of the French, 


fication of motion picture censorship, he 
says there are 10,000 nickelodeons in 
the country, which 2,500,000 persons, in- 
cluding 400,000 children, attend every 
day. 

He relates that the censor board was 
established tn New York at the be- 
hest of the exhibitors, who wished pro- 
tection against public criticism, and that 
the scope of the body was made na- 
tional a year ago at the request of the 
film manufacturers, for the same con- 
sideration. 

“We have almost eliminated improp- 
er moving pictures throughout the 
country,”’ asserted Collier to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter last night. ‘These 
include sensational crime pictures 
shown for the sake of crime only. The 
manufacturers, almost without excep- 
tion, destroy. any film which we decide 
to ‘kill.’ 


Bullfights Barred, 
“But one of them made a film repre- 


senting a bull fight, and showed it in 
defiance of the Censor Board's con- 
demnation. We set the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Avimais upon 
him, with the result that the picture 
was barred all over the country. 

“We try to use common sense in judg- 
ing. For instance, one company pro- 
duced an elabvrate film showing the bib- 
lical exodus from Egypt. The composer 
of the playlet used his imagination, and 
included many inciderts not in the scrip- 
tural account. Some of the committee 
wanted to order the film destroyed, but 
we decided we were not called upon to’ 
be higher critics of the Bible.”

Charities Worker Declares 
People Lose Sight of Ugly 
Conditions. 


CONGESTION AN EVIL 





Official of Sage Fund De- 
clares Sentimentalism 
Prevents Reform. 


A blow was struck at the “city beau- 
tiful” plan in general when Miss Mary 
E. Richmond told the National Confer- 
ence of Charities and Corrections that 
“such movements are the result, usu- 
ally, of sensational tampaigns by spell- 
binders, and are not followed up.” 

Miss Richmond wes introduced by 
Miss Jane Addams, and was the prin- 
cipal speaker of the evening at the 
Third Baptist Church. She is a direc- 
tor of the charitable organization de- 
partment of the Russell Sage Founda- 
tion, and chairman of the Families and 
Neighborhoods Committee of the con- 
ference. 

After urging co-operation among char- 
itable organizations, Miss Richmond 

“And reform, which aims to reform, 
must correct unsanitary conditions. The 
city beautiful movement cannot hide 
the ugly facts of overcrowding. Such 
movements spring up at the wreng time 
anyhow and must inevitably die. They 
are the result, usually, of sensational 
campaigns by spellbinders and are not 
followed up.” 

Altruism Her Theme. 

“Overstimulation of any particular 
social activity by a campaign of pub- 
licity,”’ said Miss Richmond, “which is 
not carefully followed up by personal 
field work and by a series of delicate 
adjustments to local needs, increases 
the death rate of such plans, due to 
being born out of season. 

“We ought, as time goes on and as 
our social work becomes even more 
highly specialized than it is now, to 
build up a social synthesis, a careful 
technique of inter-relations, involving 
much more careful preparation of the 
ground for both our legislative and our 
field operations, and then a generous 
making way'for one another, a hearty 
lending a hand to one another for the 
sake of the harvest. 

“Sometimes specialists wear blinders. 
A tuberculosis specialist who was re- 
monstrated with for permitting families 
to send their children during ‘school 
hours to a milk station under his con- 
trol, excused himself on the ground that 
children from such germ-laden homes 
are far better off out of school. 

“Obviously, here was one whose frame 
of mind was calculdted to alienate the 
interest of educators in all his health 
policies, some of which were admirable. 
He missed also that better and saner 
view of his own work, which comes 
from a willingness to study the work 
of ethers with sympathy. A German 
psychologist telle us that we learn to 
skate in the summer and to swim in 
the winter. This is not only sound 
psychology—it’s sound social reform.” 

Organized workers against tuberculosis 
encounter all sorts of trouble, from med- 
ical quacks to kissing bees and nine-foot 
sheets, Alexander M. Wilson of Chi- 
cago declared in a ten-minute paper he 
read. 

“Persons ride into our offices,’ he 
observed, ‘‘on hobbies which on close 
inspection seem not clearly related to 
the campaign against consumption. 

3 Asked to Endorse Tariff. 

“For instance, during the recent tariff 
adjustment, we were asked to give our 
formal indorsement to a plea to put wool 
on the free list. And the specious ar- 
gument used was that the price of 
clothing would thus be reduced, the poor 
could have warmer clothes, they would 
not catch cold so readily, and there 
would be less consumption.” 

There was a ripple of laughter at this, 
and Wilson added, with a sigh of relief, 
“But we have yet to be asked to in- 
dorse legislation about the projecting 
hatpin.”’ 

Wilson declared that the organized 
fight against tuberculosis, which began 
eight years ago, had laid new em- 
phasis on the health of families, sub- 
ject to charity, and had brought the 
physician into a new relation with the 
charitable worker. Tuberculosis, he 
said, traces back to all the ills that 
poverty and ignorance and secial neg- 
lect are responsible for. 

Wilson spoke in place of Dr. 
Favill of Chicago, who is absent. 

“Plain human cussedness,” is responsi- 
ble for the social evil, in the opinion 
of Lawrence Veiller,, secretary of the 
National Housing Association in New 
York, “and,” he added, “it is deeply. 
rooted. The first duty of those who 
seek to eradicate the social evil is to 
overcome it and implant maniier vir- 
tues.”’

COTTON BELT 10 
BUILD TERMINALS 
IN NORTH ST. LOUIS 


By the expenditure of several million 
dollars ih North St. Louis, the St. Louis 
Southwestern Railroad (Cotton Belt Sys- 
tem), will provide itself with St. Louis 
terminals and freight depots such as the 
Burlingten, Frisco, Wabash and M., K. 
& T. railroads now have, and the Van- 
dalia is going to have. 


The land, a 1000-foot reteie. bounded f 


by Dickson, Florida, Lewis and Main 
streets, comprising three city blocks, 
was purchased by the Cotton Belt yes- 
terday for approximately $1,500,000. Plans 
for a freight depot to cost an equal or 

a larger sum will soon be made by the 
eden tty company. 

The Cotton Belt, although a South- 
western line, enters St. Louis from the 
East Side, and runs through 135 miles 
of Southern -Hlinois, territory. before 
turning toward its Texas terminus. It 
enters the city at. present by a round- 
vbout way, using the Merchants’ Bridge. 

F. H. Britton, vice-president of the 
Cotton Belt, said at his home in Kirk- 
wood last night that the tracks of the 
Terminal Association would be used in 
reaching the company’s new yards and 
freight depot. 

“Tt would cost as much as the Cotton 
Belt is worth to establish independent 
terminals,’ he said, in referring to a 
report that the Terminal Association fa- 
cilities were to be abandoned and that 
new East Side connections were, to be 
obtained. 

"We haven't counted on the Free 
Bridge @ius far,” said President Brit- 
ton, “for the reason that it isn’t built 
yet. We hope to see it, but I cannat 
say what effect it will have on our 
arrangements.’ He also said that the 
present bridges would be used, and that 
no car ferry transfer ey was 
planned. 

As the Cotton Belt is a Gould line, 
its plans are regarded as having rela- 
tion. to those of the Missouri Pacific 
and Iron Mountain, an elevated track 
from the South Side river front yards, 
where the Cotton Belt now handles 
some of its freight, to the Mill Creek 
co.

GHAUFFEURS WILL 
NOT LEAVE HERE 
FOR GHICAGO JOBS 


St. Louis is considered one of the best 
taxicab cities in the United States, ac- 
cording to the statements of chauffeurs 
and taxicab officials. The chauffeurs 
say they are well paid, and have better 
working rules than those of many other 
cities. 

This was brought out when an adver- 
tisement was inserted in the Post-Dis- 
patch by an employment agency for ¥ 
chauffeurs, offering them positions in 
Chicago at $4 a day. A representative 
of a Chicago taxicab company will be 
in St. Louis today to receive the appli- 
cations of experienced men in. driving 
automobile. The managers of the taxi- 
cab firms.in St. Léuts say they are not 
worried about the possible loss of their 
chauffeurs, as they say that their ex- 
perienced employes average from $4 to $5 
a day here.

POISON 

Arrest of Boarding House 

Man Follows Investigation 
by Prosecutor. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
BONNE TERRE, Mo., May 21.—Pros- 


ecuting Attorney Boyer and a Coroner’s 
jury have all day been investigating 
the mysterious poisoning at the Beck- 
man boarding house and as a result 


J. BE. Beckman was tonight sent to ‘the 
county jail at Farmington on the order 
of the Prosecuting Attorney. One ‘of 
the developments of the day was the 
fact that the poisoned man, who was 
known as Reeder, was a St. Louis 
man by the name of William Weber. 
His mother arrived today and was one 
of the witnesses. 
The evidence before the jury indicated 
that poison was placed in the coffee 
served at the boarding house both 
Tuesday night and Wednesday morn- 
ing. Tuesday night the four boarders, 
William Mack, William Miller, Frank 
Vense and the dead man, drank cof- 
fee and were very sick. Wednesday 
morning the two daughters of Mrs. 
Beckman by a former marriage drank 
coffee and were taken sick before they 
could get away from the table. 
Mrs. Beckman then gave some of the 
coffee to her hog and the hog died. 

Heavy Coffee Drinker. 
Beckman, although a heavy coffee 
drinker, did not drink coffee, it is 
alleged, at either of these meals. 
Mercury, “Rough on- Rats” and rat 
poison were found on the premises. The 
testimony was that the “Rough -on 
Rats” had stood undisturbed for several 
months on a ceilar shelf. The Coroner’s 
jury found that Weber came to his 
death supposedly from poison adminis- 
tered by parties unknown. 
Beckman married Mrs. J. W. Tho- 
mure in March of 1909, Mrs. Thomure 
having at that time something near 
$700. Almost immediately he secured 
funds from her to go to St. Louis to 
hunt work. From St. Louis he ‘wrote to 
her for further funds. He claimed to 
be at work. 

Found in the Yard. 
Mrs. Beckman went to St. Louls and 
found that he was not working, and he 
went home with her. In June he again 
went to St. Louts hunting work, taking 
a large sum of money with him. On 
June 9 the police found a note at the 
Laclede Pavilion at Forest Park stating 
that Beckman had committed suicide 
and desiring that his family be in- 
formed. About three months later Mrs. 
Beckman went out in the yard about 2 
o'clock one morning and found Beckman 
iying under some geoseberry bushes, He 
ham, been here ever since.

JEFFERSON CITY. Mo., May 21.-—Al- 
though Missouri is the first State in 
which the 2-cent passénger law was 
attacked, the railroads pay less taxes 
in Missouri! than in several of the ad- 
joining states. It developed in the hear- 
ings which have been held before the 
State Board of Equalization that the 
tax on railroad property in Missouri 
ranges between $235 and §270 a mile on 
trunk lines. In Kansas railroads pay 
as a general proposition more.than $400 
a mile. In Illinois some of the roads 
Pay between $400 and $1000 a mile. 

Thomas J. Newkirk, Tax Commission- 
er of the Rock Island, admitted to the 
State Board today that the railreads 
pay less taxes in Missouri than tn Kan-/ 
sas and Illinois. He said this was prob- 
ably due to Missouri's low tax rate and 
the practice of the board in assessing 
at only one-third of the actual value of 
the property. 

Higher Earnings Shown. 

The statements filed by railroads with 
the board are peculiar in that most of 
them show that the earnings of the 
roads are higher in Missouri than in 
Kansas or.lowa, or states to the South 
and West, yet the operating expenses 
are made to more than counterbalance 
this showing. ' 

Gov. Hadley asked Judge O. M. Spen- 
cer of the Burlington why it is that the 
Burlington showed earnings ef $11,000 a 
mile in Missouri and only $8000 in other 
states, but that the net earnings are 
shown to be less. Spencer said this was 
probably due to more numerous stations 
and heavier operating expenses. Some 
of the Railroad. Tax Commissioners 
have raised the point that lands are as- 
sessed too low in Missouri and that the 
board cannot with propriety tax the rail- 
roads any heavier. 

Increase in Valuations. 

George N. Mills of St. Louis, tax agent 
of the Burlington, produced figures in 
which he sought to prove that the in- 
creased valuation of railroads during 
the past years has been heavier than 
the increases on the Jand. In 1899, he 
said, lands were assessed at $7.88; in 
1909 at $10.09, an increase of approxi- 
mately 2% per cent. Railroads, he said, 
had been boosted from $11,519 in 1899 on 
the mile to $15,390 tn 1908, an increase 
of about 83 per cent. 

“In the number of years that I have 
been before this board, I have urged 
that there should be some way con- 
served in its wisdom to the end that 
county assessors should assess farm 
lands at higher valuations.” 

The tax commissioners for several 
roads say they want the present valua- 
tion to stand. None of them so far 
nas asked for an increase, but all plead 
to be let alone. 

Assesament Is Difficult. 

Gov. Hadley says it is difficult to get 
an equitable assesament of any railroad 
property in this State, owing to the 
fact that the railroads do not try to 
furnish an accurate estimate of the 
State earnings and expenditures. Tak- 
ing these, the cost of construction, the 
market value of the stocks and bonds 
of the roads and their physical prop- 
erty, the board could arrive at a pretty 
fair estimate on railroad valuations, he 
Says. As a result:of the board’s inspeoc- 
tions in St. Louis, Kansas City and St.

The kind of baseball played by the 
Red Sox would not win consistently, 
yet neither will the studied, system- 
atic playing, exemplified by the Chicago 
Cubs, win always. That was proved by 
the way some of the National League 
clubs stopped Chance’s team and kept 
them from wining their fourth straight 
pennant. Pittsburg blocked Chicago’s 
system of attack, because In three sea- 
sons they had studied it and knew every 
move to expect. Gib ion, was chiefly re- 
Sponsible, but the¢pitehers did their 
part. The well developed plan of at- 
tack was becoming stereotyped, and this 
Was proved by the fact that Chance 
was compelled to alter his campaign 
plans more frequently than ever before. 
Pittsburg, during the middle of the 
season of 1909, had the most varied and 
resourceful attack of any team in the 
league, and mixed up the base running 
style successfully, but before the finish 
the Pirates, too, became stereotyped. 

Runners Must Take Chances, 

ASE running / consists chiefly of 
b. doing the unexpected, and the 

team that. refuses te run bases 
because a strong throwing catcher is 
pitted against it is beaten. The throw- 
ing catchers, paradoxical as it may 
seem, have the least throwing to do, 
proving some teams surrender before 
they are beaten, while the worse throw- 
er a catcher is the more throws.he has 
to make. 
' Myers, the Indian, with New York, 
won a game from Chicago in 1909 by 
pretending to have a sore arm. He 
complained that his arm was so bad 
he did not want to catch. The Chi- 
cago .players heard his complaint and 
decided to run. bases. -They ran for 
three innings, until four men had been 
caught, then changed the style of 
game, If they had persisted in running 
during the entire game, they probably 
would have won, as they needed only 
one run to get ahead in the eighth in- 
ning, and had two chances to steal, 
either one of which would have meant 
victory. The team that stops running 
bases because one or two men ‘are 
thrown out is on a par wtih a man 
who puts up three stock margins and 
then quits. 

In thirty-two. games in 1909 scores 
were Kept to see how plays resulted 
with reference to stealing and hitting 
and running. In those games 66 ef- 
forts to steal were made and 41 were 
successful. Steals which were palpable 
efforts to make other plays, as well as 
failures of such steals were not count- 
ed. The average of successful stealing 
was .621, In the same games 72 plain 
hit-and-run signals were detected. 

Eleven of the attempts (15.3 per 
cent) resulted in clean: hits, eight of 
which (11.1 per cent) enabled the run- 
ner to take extra bases. Twenty- 
seven of the attempts (nearly 40 per 
cent) advanced runners at the ex- 
pense of retiring the batter at frst 
base. Seven (9.6 per cent) resulted in 
the batter striking out, and. three of 
these strike-outs (4.2 per cent) “re- 
sulted in the runner being doubled 
with the batter, while two of the 
Strike-outs (2.8 per cent) resulted in 
the runner reaching second, anyhow.

He 
ever placed.principle above. policy 
and, regardless of personal cost.or 
personal peril or of misrepresenta- 
tion. he labored ever for the cause 
of personal liberty, for worker and 
employer alike, for even-handed jus- 
tice for all men, for honest, stalwart, 
progressive Americanism. 

He wag a loving husband, an af- 
fectionate father, a patriotic citizen 
resourceful ‘and 
helping friend and associate, 

At the time he took his stand for 
the right of e individulal against 
the mob, the highest courage, purest 
patriotism and the most unselfish de- 
votion to the cause of his fellow 
man was called for. At first he stood 
well nigh alone, but as principle must 
always win over policy, although he 
was taken from us in the vigor of 
his manhood, he lived to see his 
fight won and the principles for 
which he contended, ratified by the 
judgment of the courts of our coun- 
wei under the guarantees of the con- 
stitution and ad secured the ap- 
plause and gratitude of his country- 
men, 

His .magnanimity was equa] to his 
courage. and when the mén who had 
sought to ruin him stood within the 
shadow of the jail he announced to 
his friends that if these men would 
promise obedience to the laws he 
would himself appeal for mercy for 
them. 

Therefore, Be It Resolved, That we, 
his associates for many years, pay 
that tribute to the memory of James 
Wallace Van Cleave which the Roman 
Republic in its heroic days, extended 
to her citizens who had rendered val- 
uable service, and say 

“This man deserves 
public.” <

HE stage-tear is the material prooj 
of the actor's delicately attuned 
and artistically developed imagi- 
nation. The actor or actress who 
cannot shed the tears demanded b+ 
a role. lacks imagination—and can 

never become great. 

Moreover, the tear is the most sincere 
and real of all the so-called stage tricks. 
You can simulate merriment, laughter, irony, 
bitterness, physical pain—but a tear is a tear, 
a drop of water pressed from the tear-duci, 
visible, material, real! 


HEN I find among the play- 
ers engaged for a production 
a young man or woman who 
shows certain signs of prom- 
ise, I immediately begin to 
train his or her imagination. 
Let us suppose that I dis- 
cover a young man of prom- 
ise, I think that he has 
latent emotional talent ofr 
pathetic notes in his voice, 

sleeping: power in his temperament. He has 

. what we term a “bit” in a new production, some 

gmall scene in which he has opportunity to 

reach out across the footlights and touch the 
very hearts of his hearers, but he reads his lines 
mechanically.. 

I] must arouse first his imagination, then his 
emotional nature. I take him to one side and 
draw a word picture which may run something 
like this: 

“My boy, this is the eve of a great battle. You 
have had an hour’s leave to see your mother— 
your wife or your sweetheart. It may be your 
last meeting. The words your lips now form 
may be the last you will ever speak to the 
woman you love. You know that a battle throbs 
with hideous, ghastly uncertainties. There are 
999 chances out of a thousand that you two will 
never see each other again on this earth. 

“See, how wonderfully the woman you love is 
controlling herself! She is too brave to Increase 
your anguish at the parting by a single tear. 
But when the door closes upon you she will col- 
lapse on the couch or the floor, broken in body, 
mind and spirit. Are you going to be less brave 
than she. No, you will hide your suffering at 
any cost. 

“For a few seconds you do. Your eyes smart. 
Your heart beats to suffocation. Somehow you 
must give vent to the soul agony which is fight- 
ing against your will. In spite of all your de-

dark corner of a shadow-hung stage, 
our imaginations have worked along 
one superbly straight line to an emo- 
tional crisis. The young man has 
mastered the first step in the science 
of shedding tears. His imagivation 
has responded to my appeal. He has 
taken his first step in the process of 
mental visualization. 

Do not misunderstand mg. That in- 
experienced young man is not ready 
té interpret - great emotional roles. 
Even after weeks and weeks of re- 
hearsal, on the first night he might 
not shed a tear. Stage fright may 
overcome every other instinct, but 
in the long run the man who can re- 
spond to so strong an appeal to his 
imagination will be able to shed real 
tears and draw tears from his audi- 
ence. 

But you must also bear in mind 
that an actor is not called upon to 
shed the tears demanded of an elo- 
quent emotional actress. In real life 
T have seen great, strong men weep 
for what the average person would 
consider smal] cause, but I know

I can still remember 
the day on which I realized that Mr. Warfield 
possessed wonderful gifts for portraying the 
pathos of everyday life. He was doing a com- 
edy bit when suddenly his voice broke us if he 
were sorry for himself and could not see why 
the unfeeling world laughed at bk m! 

Just one little note in his voice, but to me who 
had made a life study of touching human chords 
as a musician strikes key3 on the piano, this was 
enough. 

In “The Music Master”. Mr. Warfield gains ef- 
fects and wins tears by a God-given power which 
comes from more wonderful depths than any sys- 
tem of training. A gesture, an upward glance, & 
turn of his head, a gasp as he turns to another 
player, a sigh, a sob suppressed at the lips, and 
then just once, when he pleads that his daughter 
be given back to him, one terrific burst of tears— 
followed in almost startling fashion by a resump- 
tion of self-control. Just one passion of tears, you 
remember, but if the old German musician had 
sobbed his way through act after act, the tears OD 
this great climax would have meant nothing.

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HEN the Cooper-Hewitt mercury vapor 
light was invented it was regarded more 
as @ curiosity than as an object of util- 

ity. Enterprising shopkeepers placed it in their 
windowr to attract crowds, and people watched 
with curiosity the peculiar greenish glare the light 
from it: cast on one another’s faces, and regarded 
it as a toy. 3 

Later its usefulness was realized in the fact 
that the light shed by it was peculiarly soft and 
brilliant, in spite of its strange color, and its use- 
fulness became apparent when it was discovered 
that the red rays of combustion were entirely ab- 
gent. It was taken up by photographers, draughts- 
men, printers and othefs who wished an artifiical 
light that most nearly aproximated sunlight, and 
its use in treating skin diseases was soon. dis- 
covered, , 

Only recently, however, was its utmost value to 
humanity discovered. It is now believed that the 
mercury vapor light enclosed in a container made 
of fused quartz will solve the problem of perfect 
sterilization of water for general consumption. 

For a great many years engineers have been 
seeking some medium that would serve as a per- 
fect. germicide for water that would not destroy 
its taste or render it flat and dead and take from 
it the constituents that make it wholesome, and 
at the same time keep the sterilizing cost within 
reason. , 

The mercury vapor light is rich in vidlet and 
ultra violet rays, which are known to possess 
germicidal properties. In the hospitals the treat- 
ment of such germ diseases as lupus and cancer 
have been sutcessful with violet rays shed by 
lamps invented by Finsen and others. It was 
believed that the rays that were capable of kill- 
ing the germs in.such growths might also be 
used for the destruction of other germis,.and e&x- 
periments. conducted in France and Germany have

Common glass, being impervious to the violet 
rays, was found to be the only safeguard for those 
using the mercury lights enclosed in quartz con- 
tainers, and the operators were told to Wear 
spectacles of clear glass When it was first re- 
ported that operators of the mercury vapor lights 
were being made blind by it, it was thought also 
to apply to the Cooper-Hewitt .ight. An investi- 
gation, both in this country and in Europe, showed 
that the Cooper-Hewitt light, coniing from a 
glass container, shed none of the violet rays but 
was beneficent to the eyes. 


The Schott works at Jena has at last produced 
a glass called Uviol, that has the capacity to 
transmit the violet rays. This is better than 
quartz, which was found to be too ‘brittle and 
breakable. But after. many experiments with 
glass of various sorts it was found ‘that glass, 
except the Uviol, melted under the intense heat 
of the arc used and recourse was again had to 
quartz in spite of its cost. 


For purposes of sterilizing water the Heraeus 
quartz lamp has been declared the best. It has 
been found that when the hood of the lamp is 
made of fused quartz instead of glass‘the greater 
portion of the ultra violet rays penetrate through 
the hood and do the work required: in medical 
and chemical work: The Uviol lamp lets through 
the short waves of the ultra violet’ rays to @ 
length of 253 mm. ° 

If, therefore, an operator does not protect his 
eyes with plain glass the. ultra violet rays, for 
which the lamps have been specially constructed, 
will have as strong effect in an undesired Way 
as they will im a desired 
tion. of water and in surgical and photograp 
work.

It is certain from the experiments that have 
been’ made that the sterilization of water on a 
large scale is possible. Al that is needed is 
the preparation of overflows at the reservoirs 
which will pass the water in thin sheets over 
large banks of, lights or aver one enormous light 
which will release ultra violet’ rays in sufficient 
quantity to sterlize the water quickly. 

It is possible to make small sterilizing plants 
with the Heraeus or the ‘Uviol mercury vapor 
lamps for the household, wherever electricity is 

for iluminating purposcs, These. plants 
would not be very expensive, anu could be used 
for sterilizing not only water ‘ut milK and other 
fluids. ‘ 

Experimenting with milk sterilization by means 
of the mercury vapor lamps, the difficulty of its 
opacity was. overcome by’ running it in a very 
thin sheet over a glass runway. In Germany 
there is a movement on foot to make milk ster-- 
ilization by this method compulsory by law. All 
large dairies supplying milk to the public will 
be compelled, it is reported, to install such ster- 
ilizing plants. ~ :
